THOUSANDS of pupils, some as 
young as four, were sent home for 
racism last year. 

With schools reopening this week, 
campaigners want action to stem the 
tide ofhatred in classrooms, amid fears 
bigotry has become “normalised”. 

They say impressionable youngsters 
are repeating in the classroom what 
they hear from their parents and from 
right-wing figures in the media. 

In all, 11,619 children were 
suspended for racist behaviour in 
2023 - up 25% on the previous 12 
months, and equivalent to almost 60 
suspensions a day 

Shockingly, 1,413 were still at 
primary school, with seven incidents 
logged against kids as young as four. 

Dr Shabna Begum, who heads 


racism think-tank the Runnymede 
Trust, said: “The fact that children and 
young people are picking up and artic 
ulating racism in schools feels entirely 
predictable in this current climate. 

Recent years have seen media and 
politicians legitimise hateful language 
and violent policy that would once 
have been scorned. 

Children are reflecting the hatred 
that has become a normalised feature 
of our political conversation: 

Daniel Kebede, general secretary of 
the National Education Union, added: 
“These figures should be a wake 
call. We have had years now of 


racist stereotypes from sor 
cians and in sections of the media. 
“Their irresponsibility has helped 
create a climate where the social 
cohesion of this country is threatened.

So it is deeply troubling that an increasing 
number of pupils are suffering discrimination 
and abuse in the classroom or playground.

FORMER Premier League star Sol 
Bamba has been hailed for his 
strength and courage after he died 
aged 39 following a cancer fight. 

The popular former Cardiff City 
Leeds, Leicester and lvory Coast 
defender was diagnosed with non- 
Hodgkin lymphoma in 2021 

He fought off the disease and 
returned to playing that same year but 
fell ill again and died on Saturday. 

Wife Chloe said: "I have watched Sol 
fight his cancer head-on with an 
astounding mental and physical 
strength and stoicism. 

"Unfortunately, it was never a fair 
fight. Just when things were 
looking up, he took a downturn 
and finally succumbed. 

“These years have 
been indescribably diffi- 
cult but we still managed 
to find joy and laughter.

Daniel, who is also the author of Autism for Adults: An 
Approachable Guide to Living Excellently on the Spectrum, 
is also very particular about food and at one point would 
only eat a Sunday roast for every meal 

But he says autism means he has laser-sharp focus. 
Even as a young child, he could rewire electronics, he has 
taught himself to play many musical instruments and has 
an incredible memory. Being diagnosed as autistic made 
him feel like a weight had been lifted.

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Cataract surgery 


What is it? 

Cataracts make the lenses in our 
eyes cloudy, making vision blurry. 
They're almost inevitable with age 
and аге small crystal opacities that 
form in the lens. You can have a 
cloudy lens inside your eye 
removed and an artificial one 
inserted with very simple surgery, 
even while you're awake, 

After assessment, a specialist 
eye doctor (ophthalmologist) will 
discuss whether you'd like near 
sight or long sight, the risks and 
benefits of surgery, if you'll need 
glasses after surgery, and how long 
you'll take to fully recover, 

The operation 

Under local anaesthetic, cataract 
surgery usually takes 30 to 

45 minutes as a day patient. The 
surgeon makes a tiny cut in your 
eye to remove the cloudy lens and 
replace it with a clear plastic one. 

Both eyes can be treated on the 
same day or a few weeks apart. 
Post op 
At home you'll wear a pad and 
plastic shield over your eye for 
24 hours. 

Feeling should start to return to 
your eye within a few hours, but it 
may take a few days for your vision 
to return fully. You may experience 
grittiness of the eye, watering, 
blurred vision, double vision, and a 
red or bloodshot eye which usually 
gets better within days. If you need 
new glasses, you'll get them after 
your eye has completely healed. 

Before you leave hospital, you'll 
be given eye drops to help your eye 
heal and prevent infection. 


Saving lives spotting heart 
failure in females faster 


ll the initial research on heart 
disease was done on men. It 
took a long time for women to 
catch up. This latest research 


from East Anglia University is a further 
catch up, helping to diagnose heart 
failure in women - meaning more 
female patients can be treated at an 
earlier stage. 

Research teams from the 
Universities of East Anglia (UEA), 
Sheffield and Leeds, have fine-tuned 
how MRI scans (magnetic resonance 
imaging) can be used to detect heart 
failure in women's hearts, making it 
more accurate. 

This result in 16.596 more diagnoses. 

"This improved method will 
increase early detection, meaning 
more women can get life-saving 
treatment sooner; says lead author 
Dr Pankaj Garg of UEA. 

"This could have huge impact in the 
NHS, which diagnoses around 200,000

When a heart starts to fail, it is 
unable to pump blood out effecti 
and so the pressure in the heart rise 
So one of the best ways of diagnosing 
heart failure is to measure pressures 
inside the heart with a tube called a 
catheter. It's accurate but carries a risk. 


So doctors use echocardiograms, 
based on ultrasound, to assess heart 
function, though they are inaccurate 
in up to 50% of cases. 

MRI is much more accurate but not 
quite accurate enough to diagnose 
heart failure in women, especially in 
early or borderline disease. 


According to co-author Professor 
Andy Swift of Sheffield's School of 
Medicine: “Women's hearts are 
biologically different to теп. 

"Our work suggests that in heart 
failure, womens hearts may respond 
differently in response to increases 
in pressure?

NEIL WARNOCK paid tribute to “ray 
of sunshine” Sol Bamba following 
his former captain's tragic death 
aged 39 on Saturday. 

Bamba helped Cardiff City earn 
promotion to the Premier League 
under Warnock and made more 
than 100 appearances for the 
Bluebirds during a memorable spell. 

The former centre-back (above) 
was diagnosed with Non-Hodgkin 
lymphoma in January 2021 but 
announced he was cancer-free four 
months later. 

Tributes have poured in since 
Turkish club Adanaspor, for whom 
Bamba was head coach, announced 
his death after he 
fell ill on Friday. 

Warnock 
(right) said 
he was 
"heartbroken" 
for Bamba's 
family, writing on 
Х: “1 can't believe | 
won't see that beaming smile again. 

"I'm so happy that Sol was part 
of my life and we had such brilliant 
memories together. 

"Sol was а ray of sunshine and I'l 
miss him so much." 

Cardiff posted their own tribute, 
reflecting on Bamba's 
"immeasurable" impact on the club 
and said: "He was a hero to all of us, 
a leader in every dressing room and 
a true gentleman." 

The Ivory Coast international 
also featured for Leicester City, 
Leeds United and Middlesbrough 
among a host of top clubs. 

Leeds wrote: "Rest in peace, Sol, 
you will be forever in our hearts." 

His former boss at Elland Road, 
Steve Evans, said: “He was a 
warrior for me in my time as head 
coach... see you at the far post big 
man." 

Ex-Soccer Saturday presenter 
Jeff Stelling described Bamba as 
“one of the nicest men I have ever 
met" who "never had a smile far 
from his face". 

Bamba is survived by his wife 
Chloe and children Roonea, Lily 
and Amy. 

In a moving tribute on Instagram, 
Chloe praised her husband's brave 
battle against cancer, which she 
said was "never a fair fight", and 
that being loved by him was an 
"honour and a "gift".
